Tbe Egyptian Situation. 


The situation in Egypt is unchanged. 


There is just now a lull after th» hurri- 
cane of shot and shell and fire, which 
ha* carried death and desolation or»r 
the city of Alexandria. The where- 
abouts of Arabi Fasha And his followers 
is not definitely known. They are re- 
ported to be hovering on the outskirts 
of Alexandria. 
There is also a report 


that Arabi's troops are demoralized and 
deserting him. A small body of Egyp- 
tian soldiers seem to hare cast their lot 
with the Khedive, and are now uncUr 
'British protection. 


The British seem to be at present un- 


decided what to do next. Their ener- 
gies are now directed toward restoring 
order iu Alexandria, and in suppressing 
the flames which the shells of the Brit- 
ish fleet, as well as the torches of re- 
leased convicts and thieving Bedouins, 
started. 
Alexandria, the fairest ol 


Egyptian cities, is a scene of desolation 
and ruin, and, from all accounts, the 
end of its woes is not yet. 


The London Times is urging a vigor- 


ous pursuit and punishment of Arab 
Fasha, on the ground of bis inhumanity 
There seems to be n disposition on tha 
part of the British Government, how 
ever, to await the action of Turkey, 
f 


faint promise is given by that Power o: 
taking steps to restore order in its de 
pendency. 'It may be that England 
whose course of action thus far has been 
approved by other European powers 
will wait a reasonaele time for signs o 
Turkey's sincerity. It may be taken 
for granted that if Turkey does no 
adopt prompt and vigorous measures 
for the restoration of order in Egyp 
that England will do so; and in tlie 
work it will probably be assisted by 
other nations. The preparations which 
England is now making appear to 
designed for such a contingency. 


Whether there be any destructive de 


signs or not on the part of Arabi Fauna 
toward the Suez Canal, every possible 
precaution seems to be taken to prevent 
them being carried out. British war 
vessels are patrolling tha canal and 
covering its entrance with their guns. 


In the meantime, a rupture is report- 


ed in the British Ministry owing to the 
warlike turn of affairs in Egypt. 
John 


Bright has never counseled or favored 
war in any form. He is always to be 
found as an advocate of peace. His 
political faith is that all difficulties be- 
tween nations as well as between indi- 
viduals, can be and ought to be settled 
•vrithout bloodshed and by arbitration. 
His retirement from the Ministry is, 
under

circumstances, 
nothing 


strange, and it is not likely to in any 
way disturb the policy (whatever it may 
be) which the British Government has 
decided to pursue toward Arabi Fasha 
or Egypt.

•s, where the government givw a farm 
o every nun or 'woman who will take 
t, live on it, and work it and where any 
amount of land can be bought for a 
very few shillings or dollars per acre, 
will open their eyes pretty wide on 
seeing the price paid the other day for 
a plot of ground in New York city, on 
tha corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
fourth street., It is four "city loU" 25 
by 100 feet, or just 100 feet square, 
making 10,000 square feet, which is 
less than a quarter of an acre—(an acre 
is 43,560 square feet). Mr. W. H. 
Vanderbilt bought the plot to build 
a couple of. houses on it for two mar- 
ried daughters, and the cash paid for 
this quarter acre was $396,000, or at 
the rate of over a million and a half 
dollars per acre ($1,584,000per acre). 
The ordinary greenback bills, some- 
what closely trimmed, are 7% inches 
long, and 3 1-15 inches wide, having 
22 square inches of surf ace; six and a 
half bills lack but an inch of covering 
or "carpeting" a square foot. A little 
figuring will show that the price paid 
for Mr. Vanderbilt's plot would just 
about cover it all over with one-dollar 
bills laid six deep, or cover it with five- 
dollar bills and [spread one-dollar bills 
all over these. 


The act of a sailor OB board one of the 


ironclad* off Alexandria, who picked up 
a burning shell and extinguished the 
fire by plunging it into a bucket *of 
water, was unquestionably one of great 
bravery, for there are few more discom- 
posing and generally uncertain object* 
to handle, or indeed to remain in the 
neighborhood of, than a live shell and a 
man who has the nerve to take one up, 
without in the least knowing how much 
longer the fuse has to burn, must be 
capable of any feat of cool gallantry.

A child, how- 
ever, might do a thing like this without 
comprehending the danger he was in- 
curring, whereas the sailor on the iron- 
clad was of course fully aware that he 
was very literally taking his life in his 
hands when he lifted the hissing shell. 
Decidedly this was a coasuminatojprooi 
of a very high kind of courage indeed.

Th Its is the Way tbe World «»es. 
The people of Nevada are a carious 


race. During the past five or ten years 
they have been clamoring against the 
Chinese and yet have continued to em- 
ploy them to the detriment of honest 
hard working white men. It is a curi- 
ous but noticeable f,«ct that the class 
who most employ Chinese labor is the 
very one who most decry it. It seems to 
be a faculty instinct of human nature to 
go and get work done where it can be 
procured cheapest. The laboring classes 
of to-day are possessed of all the in 
stiuets of the capitalists—on a small 
scale, for they seek that labor which is 
the cheapest. Some months ago a white 
labor laundry was started here, which 
has done excellent work. 
The institu- 


tion really represents the popular pro- 
test against Chinese labor competition 
and according to its success or failure 
will the status of Reiiu opinion on the 
Chinese question be judged. An em- 
ployee of the laundry stated to a JOCBNAL 
reporter that many Benoites seem to 
think that as a Chinaman can live on 
four bits a week, if they present two bits 
more to a white man, they are bestow- 
ing a handsome bonus on him. A Chi- 
naman will take a ladies' finest dress 
and after crumping, fluting, curling and 
puffing, torturing and spitting at it in 
general with two hours of labor, will 
charge only a dollar and a quarter a week. 
He can live u on25 cents day. The mag- 
nanimous RenoiU when graciously con- 
ferring the same \vashing upon a poor 
trashy white workman will magnifi- 
cently raise the amount of pay two bits 
more and smile u Pharisaical smile up 
to heaven because he is helping the 
white race, and damning the Chinese. 
Unless a people help themselves, Provi- 
dence will remain silently out in the 
cold—and how the Beno people expect 
to remedy the Chinese question so far 
us they are concerned, and'yet will like 
a leaf m*the presence of a small tem- 
porary self-denial is u mystery. The ex- 
istence to-day of Chinatown in tha heart 
nearly of the city, is solely due to the 
apathy of Renoitei who while darn LI ing 
the Chinaman, send a message for him 
privately to coine for their washing.
